FOR NATIONAL BOARD TO CON- 
TROL CORPORATIONS, 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 4—A’ national 


board to exercise supervision and con- 
trol over corporations is provided for 
in a bill introduced in the senate to- 
day by Senator Heyburn. It is proe- 
posed that congress create a new de- 
partment of the government to exist 
in connection with the department of 
commerce and labor, to be known as 
the “National board of corporations. 
This board shall consist of five per- 
sons, four to be nominated by _ the 
president, for terms of four years

Authority far greater than. that en- 
joyed by the department now entrust- 
ed with the. regulations of so-called 
trusts.and monopolies will be given to 
the national board of corporations if 
Senator Heyburn’s bill becomes a law. 

The bill provides that the board 
shall have the power to compel the 
production of all books or documents 
or the attendance of witnesses nece3- 
sary to the investigation of any ques- 
tions affecting the right of a corpora- 
tion to engage in business under pro- 
vision of this act. 

Under the provisions of the bill no 
corporation would be permitted to en- 
gage in business in any state other 
than that in which it is incorporate, 
unless satisfactory proof is first sub- 
mitted to the national board that such 
corporation is incorporated for legiti- 
mate purposes; that it is solvent; that 
it is not a party to any agreement to 
operate in restraint of trade or com- 
merce, or Which results in giving to 
it or any person or corporation ens 
gaged in like trade any unfair advan- 
tages over others; that it is not a 
party to any pooling plan which when 
carried into effect would create a 
monopoly of the trade or business in 
which such corporations or corpora- 
tion are engaged; that no voting pool 
exists by which the full afid free right 
te vote the stock of the corporation 
by the actual owners of such stock {is 
abridged or prevented; that no. part of 
the capital stock of such corporation 
shall be owned, controlled or voted by 
any. .other.corporation, . 

It is provided that an_ interstate 
transportation corporation doing busi- 
ness as a common carrier shall not be 
controlled by any corporation engaged 
in like or similar business or by any 
trust or controlling pool of interests, 
through a voting pool or other ar- 
rangements amounting to a merger of 
the operations of interests of such 
corporations. If the corporation is one 
engaged in the production of coal or 
coal products or engaged in any other 
productive or manufacturing or com- 
mercial industry, it is provided that it 
shall not receive any rebate or advan- 
tage in rates of transportation which 
would give to it any discriminating 
advantage as- against any other person 
or corporation shipping products of a 
similar character over such transpor- 
tation lines under like conditions. 

In the case of all corporations it is 
provided that they shall not become 
parties to any trust arrangement 
which would create a monopoly of any 
commercial interest. 

The bill would require all corpora- 
tions to file annually with the national 
board of corporations detailed  state- 
ments of their affairs, together 
affidavits that the provisions of 
measure creating the national board 
had been complied with.

Some of the goods in these stores 
were saved, but it was not long before 
the flames had leaped across one of 
the Gagnon blocks to the north. Bur- 
bank and company had part of their 
stock in this building but none of it 
was saved, and the entire stock was 
consumed. 

The fire kept right on to the second 
of the Gagnon blocks, occupied by Mc- 
rin & Bouchard, as a hotel and called 
the Union house. 

South of the vpera house’ was 
Brooks’ drug store and back of it to 
the east was the Hotel Thorndike. 

To add to the confusion the rest of 
the city was plunged in darkness 
through the cutting of the electric light 
wires, Urgent calls for help were 
sent down the river to Gorham, but 
it wag found impossible to send any. 

The fire engine of the International 
outside the city 
responded and was of great help. 

An hour after the fire started, thr 
Opera house, the two Gagnon blocks 
and Hotel] Thorndike had been levelled 
and Brooks’ drug store was burning 
fiercely. : 

During the height of the fire the 
new Morin block on the opposite side 
-the street eaught. in several places, 
bat- the flames were extinguished, 


Three storehouses back of the hotel 
Thorndike and a stable used by Bur-, 
bank and Company to store plumbing 
materials were also’ burned. 

At 11.30 o’elock it looked as if the 
fire was. under’ control although 


Brooks’ drug store was still burning. 
The pera house block was of wood 

covered with galvanized iron and it 

was owned by former Mayor James EF.

| Douglas of Brockton, 


INAUGURATION CEREMONIES AT 
THE STATE HOUSE. 


Jan. 5—Hon, William L. 
became Muassa- 
chusetts, forty-first governor under the 
constitution shortly <fter noon today 
being the fourth Democrat to hoid 
that high office within the past fifty 
years. The :naugural cermonies which 
took place in the spacious hall of the 
house of: representatives, conformed 
strictly with the procedure of former 
occasions. The oaths were the same 
and as usual] were administered to the 
Gover.or-elect ana Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor-elect Curtis Guild Jr., of Bos- 
ton, by President Dana of the senate

before a joint convention of the leg- 
islature. The customary 21 gun salute 
was fired by a battery on the. nearby 
~ommon, and the new governor's ideas 
on many issues oi the day were as 
usual delivered personally from the 
speaker’s desk. 

But the personnel of the crowd 
which filled the galleries, choked the 
aisles to the *oors and overflowed into 
the corridors was changed from that 
which hag been attendant on such 0oc- 
casions during the past 12 years. Not 
since Governor Russell's last inaugu- 
ration in 1893 has there been such a 
gathering of Democratic leaders at the 
State House with the result that the 
great majority of the ?epublicans lis- 
t‘ned atteniively to remarks of Gov 
Douglas while his numerous opinions 
on national questions and his sugges- 
tions to state legislation were applaud- 
ed by the multitude with great fer. 
vor. 

Another feature of the inaugura- 
tion was the unusually large array of 
military officers, headed by  Lieut.- 
General Nelson Miles a native of 
Massachusetts who will become in 
spector genezal on the staff of Gov- 
ernor Douglas. There were also pres- 
ent a number of former prominent Re- 
publican governors as well as many 
of the heads of the departments and 
members of the state commission. 

The day's proceedings began at It 
o'clock when after both houses had 
met the result of the canvas of the 
vote for governor, lieutenant governor, 
executive council and state officers 
was announced in either branch. Or- 
ders for the joint convention were then 
adopted and at 12 o'clock the senate 
marched to’ the housé and a joint com- 
mittee was sent to the governor-elect 
and the lieutenant governor-elect, an- 
nouncing that the legislature was rea- 
dv to administer the oaths of office. 
Before the appearance of the governor 
the justices of the supreme judicial 
court and of the superior court were 
admitted to the floor of the house, 
Sergeant-at-arms Remington announc- 
ed the executive party a few minutes 
later, and every one rose to their feet 
and applauded as the successful candi- 
date marched down the aisle accom- 
panied by Lieutenant Governor Guild, 
and followed by the brilitantly unt- 
formed staff. Following them came the 
invited guests, numbering several hur- 
dred only afew of whom were success- 
ful in gaining seats in the area before 
the speaker's desk and elsewhere on 
the floor of the house. 

The oath was then administered to 
Mr. Douglas by President William F. 
Dana and the proclamation made by 
Secretary of State William M. Olin. 
Lieut.-Gov. Curtis Guild, jr., was then 
sworn in and after the second procia- 
mation by the secretary ®f state, Gov- 


ernor Douglas was introduced to the 
assembly.

subsided the governor delivered his in- 
augural. address. ,

Garfield Has tne Stage. 

Since the issuance of his report fa- 
voring federal charters for all inter- 
state corporations, the commissioner 
of corporations, James R. Garfield, 
has been about 
the most promi- 
nent figure in 
public life. The 
question has 
aroused wide- 
spread  discus- 
sion in the press 
through __inter- 
views with busi- 
ness and profes- 
sional men. Opin- 
fons appear to 
5’ differ widely. 
For instance, 

P Chief Justice 
James R. Garfield. witchellof Penn- 
sylvania opposes such an extension of 
federal powers, while Mr. Dodd, coun- 
sel of the Standard Oil company, says 
it is a wise step to take. Mr. Garfield’s 
report on the beef trust was said to be 
delayed for some reason. 


Chemical Rivals Merged. 

It ‘was announced, Déc. 21, by Mrs. 
Anna - Weightman Walker of Philadel- 
phia, daughter of the late millionaire 
chemist, ‘William Weightman, who 
since his death had been the active 
head of the Powers & Weightman 
chemical house, that her interests in 
the business had been consolidated 
with those of the rival firm of Rosen- 
garten & Sons. By this consolidation 
a virtual monopoly is effected in the 
production of quinine and sulphate of 
morphine. Mrs. Weightman hereafter 
will have nothing to do with the man- 
agement of the business built up by 
her father. It was expected that the 
consolidation would result in an ad- 
vance in the price of chemicals. 


To Fight Tobacco Cut. 

The various associations of tobacco 
growers, manufacturers and traders 
have formed an alliance for the pur- 
pose of making a_ determined fight 
against the reduction of' the duty on 
tobacco imported frem the Philippines, 
the course known to be favored by the 
«president and Secretary Taft. 


Reading on Paying Basis. 

The rehabilitation of the Reading 
company, which holds the stock of the 
Reading “Railway and Coal and Iron 
companies, was.in*73° os». Week, 
when for the first time in twenty-eight 
years a dividend. was declared on the 
$70,000,000 common stock. It was 1% 
per cent, payable Feb. 1. At the same 
“time a dividend of 2 per cent was de- 
clared on the second preferred stock, 
to be paid on May 10. The news was 
reflected in an upward bound of the 
Reading stock on the exchange. 


Mysterious Steel Incorporation. 

The International Iron and Steel com- 
pany has been incorporated at Wash- 
ington, with a capital of $100,000,000, 
by men who are not known to have ex- 
tensive iron interests. The impression 
was that they expected to sell the char- 
ter to others. 


Examples of “Moneyphobia.” 

Ex-Assistant Attorney General Beck 
in an address at Pierce Business col- 
lege linked the names of W. J. Bryan 
and Thomas W. Lawson, charging 
both with being examples of “money- 
phobia,” or the absurd prejudice 
against the pursuit of wealth. 


Fog Halts Commerce. 

An unusually dense fog of a peculiar 
dun color, similar to that which en- 
shrouded London just before Christ- 
mas, overlaid the eastern states and 
Atlantic seaboard for twenty-four 
hours, beginning the morning of Dec. 
27, so as to seriously interfere with all 
forms of transportation in the populous 
centers of trade. Ships could not enter 
port, and all trains were delayed. The 
fog followed a thaw after a snowfall. 


Chicago Arbitration Succeeds. 

The differences between the office 
building managers and their firemen 
in the business section of Chicago have 
been settled by arbitration, the umpire 
continuing: the present wage scale for 
another year. 


Capmakers Fight Open Shop. 

According to the announ¢ement post- 
ed by the Capmakers’ association of 
Greater New York, all the shops in that 


began business Dec, 26 on the open 
shop plan. This stand was met prompt- 
ly by a strike declaration from: the 
Capmakers’ union, which has a mem- 
bership of about 2,000. Two hundred 
of the workers were back at their jobs 
at the end of the first day. The em- 
ployers absolutely refuse to see com- 
mittees of the union, but have made 
no change in» wages or conditions of 
work. The turning point of the con- 
troversy came when the union forbade 
the employers to have apprentices. 


Wagon Workers Aggressive. 

The executive board of the Carriage 
and Wagon Workers’ International un- 
ion has decided to push its membership 
campaign with a view to demanding 
the closed shop in all factories on pen- 
alty of a general strike. 


Industrial. 


Midvale Armor Plate Wins. 

The fact has leaked out at Washing- 
ton that a specimen of armor plate 
made by the Midvale Steel company 
had been tested at Indian Head, on the 
Potomac, with complete success. The 
plates were found to be as good as 
those made by the Harvey and Krupp 
processes. If true, it will no longer be 
necessary for the government to pay 
$450 a ton for the output of the Carne- 
gie and Bethlehem companies. 


Flanters Destroying Cotton. 

Cotton growers throughout the south, 
and especially in Georgia, haye begun 
a movement to destroy 2,000,000 bales 
of cotton to prevent a further fall in 
the price. It is proposed that each 
shall burn his, proper proportion. The 
burning began in Georgia Dec. 28. At 
Fort Gaines alone over 3,000 bales 
were burned, and it is estimated that 


‘more than $100,000 worth of cotton has 


been destroyed so far.

Boston Harbor Tunnel Opened. 

The tunnel which has been construct- 
ed under Boston harbor from the main- 
land to East Boston Was leased by the 
municipality Dec. 24 to the Boston El- 
evated Railroad company for twenty- 
five years, dating from 1897, when the 
tunnel act was passed. This subway 
was formally opened Dec. 30. It is 
about a mile long and has cost $3,000,- 
000. The company is to pay the city

127 bales. ; 


Christmas Rain Welcomed. 

The thaw and rain which centered 
over the upper Ohio valley Dec. 25 
broke one of the longest and most dis- 
astrous droughts on record for that sec- 
tion. The river coal trade had been 
stopped for eight months, and many 
cities and factories were in sore need 
of fuel. Western Pennsylvania indus- 
tries had been losing a million dollars 
a day. After the rain over 25,000 idie 
workmen were re-employed. 


Foreign Commerce of a Year. 

For the eleven months ended Dec. 1 
our imports amounted to $939,000,000 
as against $917,000,000 in 1903, an in- 
erease of $22,000,000. This makes the 
estimated imports for the calendar 
year $1,020,000,000. During the first 
eleven months our exports fell off 
about $5,000,000, and the estimated to- 
tal for the year is $1,455,000,000.

That the leaven of justice is surely working in the big Russian lump was indicated once more Dec. 26, when 
the long awaited reply of the czar to the appeal of the zemstvo representatives was issued in the form of an 
While this decree is not likely to satisfy either the reformers or the reactionaries, it does make 
some important concessions. It displeases the former because it distinctly rejects the proposition for a repre- 
sentative form of government and sharply warns against all forms of agitation for constitutional reforms. The 


The principal concession is in the direction of securing political and legal equality of the peasants with al! 
other classes. To this end a revision of the laws is ordered, and the matter is intrusted to a committee of min- 
isters headed by the liberal leader, M. Witte. This step is second only in importance to the emancipation of 
the serfs, but hardly less important ere the guarantees which, the manifesto directs, are to.be incorporated in 
the laws for the protection of the persona! Jiberties of the people against administrative abuses. 

The increase in the independence and scope of the doumas and zemstvos as well as the creation of smaller 
zemstvo units, the definite protection of the Jews, Armenians and other unorthodox sects and the revision of 
the press laws are all in line with the zemstvo demands.

A Problem Ahead. 


The sale of a milk route would not 
ordinarily call for notice in this column, 
but the Town Farm milk route has 
been so much a subject of interest to 
soine of our citizens it may well be 
given more than passing notice. 

At the outset, a full measure of con- 
gratulation is due to Supt. Burnham for 
his very marked success in developing 
and managing his branch of the town 
farm business. IIe has made money 
for the town and a reputation for him- 
self. But the public interest in’ this 
change arises from the long-time con- 
tention of some of his competitors that 
competition on the part of the town 
was unfair, and that has raised the 
question of just where the dividing line 
is between the necessary work of a 
town along certain lines, and the de- 
velopment of a business which injures 
some taxpayers, 

Supt. Burnham: has felt that his-work 
in bringing a larger revenue into the 
town treasury has not been appreciated, 
and we don’t think it has. The other 
milk and produce dealers have felt 
that they have been handicapped in 
competing with the town, and they 
have succeeded quite well in bringing 
a goodly share of the public into 
sympathy with them. This sympathy 
has been suflicient to create an oppo- 
sition to further development of the 
farm along the lines which the super- 
intendent desired, an opposition that 
has had a very discouraging effect upon 
him, and that has undoubtedly influ 
enced his present action. 

But the Town of Andover must carry 
on the institution over which Mr. 
Burnham presides, and the greatest 
opportunity for aiding in its care comes 
through the working of the farm. it 
can probably never be self. sustaining, 
and the idea of “free labor?’ would 
seem to be gaining such ground that it 
is not unlikely to be an ever increasing 
It behooves the town, how- 
ever, to go slow in establishing a new 
standard of public work, through a 
changed public sentiment, as has been

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MOTHS AND BALLOTS 


Town Votes to Suppress One and Im- 
prove Method of Casting the Other, 
at Special Meeting. 


A special Town meeting was held in | 
the Town hall on Monday evening for 
the purpose of taxing action in regard 
to adopting the Australian ballot system 
in town elections and to see if the town 
would take some action towards check- 
ing the ravages of the brown tail moth. | 
‘There was an attendance of about 150 
citizens, 

The meeting was called to order by 
Town Clerk Abraham Marland who read 
the warrant, Judge George H. Poor 
was chosen as moderator. | 

The first question was then taken up { 
and John N,. Cole moved that the Aus- 
tralian ballot be adopted as provided by 
jaw. The motion included the reading 
of the various officers which the system 
would effect. Discussion arose over the 
fact that the motion did not contain the 
number of officers to be elected to all 
of the offices. The motion as revised by 
Mr. Cole was as follows: ‘That the town 
hereafter elect by ballot, town clerk, 
three selectmen, town treasurer, three 
auditors, collector of taxes, three con 
stables, highway surveyor, board of pub- 
lic works, board of health, school com- 
mittee and park commissioners and their 
terms of office shall be for one year ex- 
cept as otherwise provided by statute or 
heretofore fixed by the town.” The 
vote was unanimous in favor of adoption. 

Article two was then taken up and 
J. H. Playdon, tree warden, said that all 
the available funds had been used and 
much more work was to be done. He 
asked that $1000 be appropriated, which 
would carry on the work until March 
1906. Warren Johnson said he thought 
$1000 would be inadequate for the ex- 
termination of the pest as he had inves- 
tigated and found them far in the woods 
in the country. The moderator said 
that the town could not do anything on 
private land. ; 

E. Kendall Jenkins asked if expense 
was to be limited to the centre of the 
town. He thought the farmer should be’ 
looked after. Mr. Playdon said that he 
had been through Ballardvale, West 
Parish, around Spring Grove cemetery, 
and on the South side of the town as far 
as the Lawrence line. The vote was 
unanimous in favor of the appropriation. 
The meney is to be raised from the 
present year’s tax levy. ‘The meeting 
was then adjourned.

Why was an old calf bound Bible 
sold for-this sum?:"It) was the family 
Bible of Robeit. Burns. ‘ 

For fifty years during the month of 
January, [have read more or less from 
Burns. His birthday was ushered in by 
a blast of January wind. Speaking of 
human life Burns says,

Born in night, in darkness lost.” 
By the way as a letter writer Burns has 
few equals.

Then he goes on to state that all the 
wealth inthis world unless the heart is 
right amounts to little.

Gentlemen :—On my eighty-fifth birth- 
day, Dec. 12, 1903, I gave to the Town of 
Andover the sum of one thousand dol- 
lars, the income of which is to be used 
in the interest of the own schools. I 
had in mind also the Punchard Free 
school as a branch of the Andover 
schools. which should share in this work. 
Accordingly, [now on~my eighty-sixth 
birthday, send you a cheque for one 
thousand dollars, to be safely invested 
as a permanent fund to be known as the 
“Draper Fund,” the income therefrom 
to be expended for the interests of the 
school, as deemed best by your Board of 
Trustees. 1 would suggest as some 
suitable uses to which the income may 
be applied the following— 

First: A Warren F. Draper Scholar- 
ship, to be awarded to a graduate (either 
girl or boy) who shall go on to an insti- 
tution of learning higher in grade than 


secondary education, or that of the 
Punchard School. 
Second: Prizes ip some department 


designated by the Trustees and Teachers. 

Third: The establishment of a depart- 
mental library. 

Fourth: The purchase of works of art. 

Fifth: The purchase of scientific ap- 
paratus, 

Sixth: The purchase of models for 
mathematical instruction. The income 
may not be used for the salary of 
teachers or for deficiency in current ea- 
penses, 

If your Board, in conference with the 
Selectmen or the School Committee of 
the Town, should find some object on 
which it seems best to unite the income 
of these two funds for the general ben- 
efit of all the schools, you are at liberty 
to do so. ; :

"LETTER FROM THE EAST 


Consul Merrill Writes Interestingly 
} a. Visit to Egypt. 


of 


| Dr. and Mrs. Selah Merrill have been 
| travelling lately in Egypt. A letter 
‘was received from them, while ‘they 
| were taking the Nile trip on the steam- 
' ship Rameses. An extract from it says, 
| “We left Jerusalem the 2lst of Novem- 
| ber. Had a stormy night to Port Said, 
| which we reached too late for the noon 
train to Cairo. As we were travelling 
for pleasure and wanted to see the 
country we stayed Over night. 
|. Three Greek frigates were in the 
| harbor and a grand reception to the 
6fficers was in progress and jl the 
streets decorated with blue ahd white 
-bunting and flags. The railroad runs as 
far as Ismalia along the Suez Canal and 
it was interesting to see large vessels 
going through at a four miles an hour 
rate. From Ismalia we turned inland 
across a desert strip and then came toa 
well cultivated portion and it was 
wonderfully refreshing to see so much 
greenness and so many groves or palms 
after the barrenness of Judea, We 
spent five days in Cairo, which is fast 
becoming too Europeanized to be inter- 
esting, tho’ the fine houses, wide streets 
well watered, the gay shop windows 
and crowds of well dressed people were 
very interesting in contrast to what we 
have usually. Isaw an automobile for 
the first time, also a motor cycle. We 
went out to the Mena House one after- 
noon to tea with Mrs. Sargent and her 
daughter who had recently been in Je- 
rusalem. ‘They are the mother and sister 
of Mr, Sargent, the artist, who painted 
the Boston Library pictures. They are 
charming people and are always sketch- 
ing. We had tea on the veranda right 
under the Pyramids and I wondered 
how I ever had the courage to climb it. 
Thanksgiving Day we went to the Amer- 
ican Mission service and Mr. Merrill as- 
| sisted. One day we went out to H—— 
a noted health resort about fiften miles 
from Cairo and lunched with a friend at 
the 'Tewfik Palace hotel, a magnificently 
appointed building... We--left -Cairo-at 
10 o'clock, Tuesday morning, the 29th 
and the same afternoon visited Sakkara. 
The donkey ride though fatiguing was 
interesting as most of the way we went 
along an elevated path between fields 
overflowed with water from the Nile, so 
that they were like great ponds. The 
groves of palms are lovely and as they 
were reflected in the quiet waters, one 
longed to sketch them. Now and thena 
flamingo or a heror was standing 
thoughtfully awaiting the arrival in the 
vicinity of something good to eat. Our 
steamer goes only by day, anchoring at 
night in mid-stream, so that we can 
sleep quietly. The channel is so tor- 
tuous, that I suspect daylight is the 
safest to steer by. Sometimes we are 
within a stone’s throw of the shore, on 
one side. In a quarter of an hour, we 
may be within the same distance of the 
opposite shore and the scenery is always 
varied. Some of the villages are merely 
mnd huts but embowered in palms. 
‘They are more picturesque than modern 
villages could possibly be. After lunch 
—nearly all the passengers have gone to 
visit the tombs of Beni Hassan—four of 
us only preferred to take our ease. I 
have just been watching the unloading 
of a boat which seems to bea ferry be- 
tween this village and the opposite 
‘shore. I’should think there must have 
been fifty people.on board and_nearl 


dozen donkeys besides “bundles of “sugar 


cane and. various other things. ‘The 
donkeys juniped ashore as if it were the 
usual every day thing for them as may 
be itis. ‘Iwo or.three jumped clumsily 
as the boat swérved.and they turned a 
somiersault in the water. Such an in- 
teresting crowd of men and children and 
donkeys as gathered at the landing stage 
amused us greatly, although we are ac- 
customed to such scenes, “but. we do not 
have the setting of the palm trees on 
one side and the windings of the river 
on the other. 


Some of the children are quite pretty ; 
one in particular had such bright eyes 
and nice teeth with a merry smile. The 
various sorts of craft all with the white 
lateen sails are a feature peculiar to this 
river. The boats seem clumsy but with 
a good breeze especially when going 
down stream, they make good speed. 
The climate is lovely, not too cool, 
neither has it been hot. Yesterday 
there was a very strong breeze and on 
the land there was so much dust in the 
air that everything was hazy. Today 
has been delightful. Just now a strong 
breeze has sprung up, 80 that one needs 
a wrap when on deck, as we are all the 
time except when asleep or at meals. 
Mrs. Tod Helmuth, the widow of a noted 
N. Y. surgeon, the ex-lresident of 
Sorosis and the N. Y. Federation of 
Women’s Clubs is on board with her 
daughter and her grand-daughter. Then 
there are two Frenchmen, two Belgians 
and several English, two Californians, 


two young men from New York, August |- 


Belmont, jr., and Pierre Lorillard, jr., 
and altogether thev are a pleasant party. 


The party have just returned and such a 
commotion. All the donkey boys are 
clamoring for backshish. We expect to 
be back in Jerusalem by the Ist of Jan- 


uary.

PROF. KIRKLAND'S LECTURE 


Brown Tail and Gypsy Moths and How 
To Get Ria of Them Interestingly 
Described. 


A lecture was given last Friday even- 
ing in the Town hall under the auspices 
of the Andover Club and the A. V.I.S. 
when the evils of the Brown Tail moth 


‘were thoroughly explained -by Prof. A. 


H. Kirkland of Boston and methods for 
their extermination were given. 

John N. Cole presided and in a brief 
speech aske:! for the earnest co-operation 
of the townsfolk in eradicating the in- 
sects so destructive to the foliage and 
trees. 

Prof. Kirkland who is a_ capital 
speaker, possessing a fund of practical 
information on the subject presented, 
confined his remarks mainly to the 
brown tail moths. A series of beautiful 
stereopticon views gave added interest 
to the very intelligent talk, embodying 
the, result of investigation continued 
over ten years. 

The speaker referred to the value of 
trees to the community and the popular 


-attitude towards them. 


The insect problem, he said, is on tite 
increase. owing to the introduction of 
new pests, like the gypsy moth and 
brown tail moths from abroad and also: 
from the incréase of the English sparrow, 
which drives out our native insectivor- 
ous birds. aan 

The brown tail moth, also an importa- 
tion from Europe, hgs the odd habit of 
wintering in half-grown colonies in 
webs at the tops of. the twigs of fruit 
and shade trees. This insect is prima- 
rily a fruit tree pest, but is also in- 
jurious to oaks and other shade trees. 

All annoyance and the damage to 
trees may be prevented by cutting off 
and burning the webs. 

Prof. Kirkland made a strong plea for 
the practical and moral support of bis 
appreciative audience in the effort to 
secure the better preservation of our 
trees from damage. 

He cited, with approval, the efforts 


made along this line at Arlington, 
Lowell, Salem, Beverly, and other 
places. 


Full instruction as to the preparation 
and use of remedies were given in each 
case, together with a number of illus- 
trations of spraying outfits and other 
devices used in this work. 

At the close of the lecture many 
people availed themselves of the oppor- 
tunity to converse with Prof. Kirkland 
in regard to their private work.

Morocco Defies France. 

The antiforeign sentiment in Moroc- 
co has resulted in an order from the 
sultan expelling 
all foreigners 
from Fez and 
causing the 
powers concern- 
ed to withdraw 
their represent- 
atives and to 
notify their sub- 
jects to leave 
the city. The

She has 
made demands for redress, and if not 
acceded to troops from Algeria, it is

#ion of the principal ports. and coerce 
the sultan. 


Greek Cabinet Resigns. 

The Greek cabinet resigned Dec. 24 
in consequence of the defeat of the 
government in the chamber on a vote 
of no confidence moved by ex-Premier 
Delyannis, who sharply criticised the 
government’s general policy. 


King Alfonso to Wed. 

The betrothal of Alfonso, king of 
Spain, to the Duchess Marie Antoi- 
nette, daughter of the Archduke Paul 
Frederic of Mecklenburg-Schwerin, 

. Germany, has been practically settled 
and will be formally announced on the 
visit of Alfonso to the kaiser in Feb- 
ruary. 

British Annex Tonga Isles. 

Great Britain has assumed control of 
the legal and financial administration 
of the Tonga islands, with the consent 
of the native chiefs. The trade of 
these southern Pacific isles amounts to 
$1,000,000 a year. 


Haiti’s Président Sentenced. 

Haiti’s fugitive president, Sam, has 
been sentenced by the court at Port- 
au-Prince to life imprisonment at hard 
labor for the alleged issue of fraudu- 
lent bonds. Mme. Sam is sentenced to 
fifteen years, and several members of 
Sam’s ministry and other high officials 
have been condemned to prison. Sam 
is still residing in St. Thomas isle, 
Danish West Indies..

Tithe Philippine island “of Samar, 
Dec, 23, the Pulajanes ambushed and 
killed at Dolores a lieutenant and-thir- 
‘ty-seven men of the Thirty-eighth com- 
pany of native scouts, in command of 
Lieutenant Abbott. The latter asked

. Port Arthur Fort Dynamited. 

The final stage in the siege of Port 
Arthur continues to attract universal 
attention, the Japanese having gained 
a footing on the northeast by the cap- 
ture of the north fort of Keekwan 
mountain Dec. 20. This was effected in 
spectacular fashion by the explosion of 
dynamite in six tunnels driven under 
the fort wall. Volunteers charged 

; through the crevices and overcame the 
garrison. Otber Russian forts still held 
out. 


City Ownership at New York. 

Since the publication of the facts 
about the signing of new city light 
contracts with the Consolidated Gas 
company of New York and the court 
order against further payments to this 
company by the city, popular move- 
ment has taken shape looking to the 
ultimate operation of a municipal light- 
ing plant at the metropolis. This move- 
Ment was strengthened considerably 
when a committee of the Citizens’ Un- 
jon adopted resolutions favoring the 
municipal ownership and operation of 
public service plants.

Recent su- 
preme court decisions on election 
frauds at Denver and elsewhere have 
resulted in a Republican majority of 
at least thirty in the legislature, which 
meets Jan. 4. 


Fairbanks a Mason Quick. 

At Indianapolis on Dec. 27 Vice Pres- 
ident Elect Fairbanks was made a full 
fledged Mason in record time, having 
taken the Entered Apprentice degree 
at 10 o'clock in the morning, the Fel- 
low Craftsman degree at 2 o’clock in 
the afternoon and the Master Mason 
degree at night. 

Folk’s Governorship Plan. 

In a speech at St. Louis Governor 
Elect Folk announced that he jvould 
ask the legislature.to declare forfeited 
all franchises secured by bribery and 
to pass laws requiring all franchises 
in future to be sold to the highest bid- 
der. He promises that the police de- 
partments of all the cities shall be 
conducted without regard to politics 
during his administration and that “‘ev- 
ery man of every party shall have the 
right to go to the polling place and 
cast his ballot without interference 
and have it counted as cast, and no 
more counted than cast.”

United States Attorney General Moo- 
dy brought legal action, Dec. 27, 
against the western paper trust, which 
he alleges in his charge filed in United 
States district court at St. Paul has 
violated the provisions of the interstate 
commerce laws by restricting competi- 
tion and regulating the price, sales, 
shipment and territory of the various 
mills west of the Mississippi. The 
companies comprising the trust are en- 
joined from further doing business 
through the General Paper company. 
The price of paper for newspaper print-

Census Expert on Sex. 

In a bulletin written for the census 
bureau by Professor F. W. Willcox of 
Cornell university it is asserted that 
women live longer than men and that, 
taking the population of the world as a 
whole or that part of it which has been 
counted with regard to sex distinction, 
there are several miNions more males 
than females. In the United States he 
finds the ‘excess of males is greater 
than the average for all countries, 
while Europe has an excess of females. 
American cities especially have more 
females than males as a rule. This he 
attributes to the greater opportunity in 
the cities for women to find eimploy- 
ment. Professor Willcox thinks that 
the excess: of males among the whites 
and Mongolians is due to the influence 
of immigration. There has been since 
1890 a large increase in the proportion 
of females attending schoo! in this 
country. In the period of life beyond 
the age of eighty-three women are more 
numerous than men. An apparent ex- 
cess of women is also noted in the pe- 
riod from sixteen to twenty-five, but 
the professor explains that this is prob- 
ably apparent rather than real because 
of the greater number of women “who 
claim erroneously to belong to this age 
period.” Among negroes there are more 
females than males, and the contrary- 
wise among the Indians.

A Telegraphing Typewriter. 

J. C. Barclay, assistant general man- 
ager of the Western Union Telegraph 
company, says he has perfected a de- 
vice whereby messages can hereafter 
be sent by the operation of an ordinary 
typewriter keyboard. During the past 
week experiments have been conducted 
successfully on 9a wire running from 
New York to Buffalor The inventor 
says that the old systeni of the Morse 
operator will be done away with and 
that messages’can be sent with more 
accuracy andggreater speed: by this new 
device> Ne. vill b¢ needed once 
receiving end. The only work necessary 
will be to see that the paper on the ma- 
chine’ is kept straight and replaced 
when a sheet has been exhausted.

More Cancer Among Men. 

Records of several of the largest hos- 
pitals in London have been found to 
show that cases of cancer have in- 
creased steadily since records were be- 
gun in 1746, whereas the number among 
women had not increased since 1884. 


Plant Life Generates Heat. 

While it was known in a general 
way that the life process of plants gen- 
erate heat, it has remained for a French 
scientist, M. Dutrochet, to show that 
the plants have a power of producing 
a temperature of their own independ- 
ently of the surrounding atmosphere. 


Turbine Liner Not a Failure. 

The recent report cabled from Eng- 
land to the effect that the new turbine 
liner Victorian had failed to come up 
to contract speed is now known to 
have been a canard. As a matter of 
fact the turbines were not even in the 
ship at the time the dispatch was sent. 
The recent trials of identical cruisers 
of the British navy, one fitted with a 
reciprocating engine and the other with 
a turbine, were distinctly in favor of 
the turbine. 


Submerged Coal Is Better. 

The Scientific American says that 
some of the coal which was submerged 
at Portsmouth by the British admiralty 
in May, 1903, has been raised and test- 
ed in comparison with dry coal. The 
results showed that the submerged coal 
had greater heating qualities.

There is one sheriff in the western 
part of the state who is two years 
Mr. Goss’ senior, and is still in the 
harness. Mr. Goss has served continu- 
ously since his appointment to the po- 
sition as deputy sheriff by James Ca- 
rey, March 10, 1857. \ 

Mr. Goss is now in his 83d year. He 
was born in Gilford, N. H., August 
8, 1822, the son of John- and Betsey 
(Bickford) Goss. His education was 
obtained in the common schools of his 
native town. In 1842 he removed to 
Thornton, N. H., where two years 
were spent and the following summer 
he went to Cohasset. That winter he 
came to Methuen where he has since 
made his home, and where he has been 
one of the most prominent and public 
spirted citizens. In that town he was 
constable for 15 years, beginning in 
1847, and from 1870 to 1875 he served on 
school board. He has also held minor 
offices in the town. 

For four years, from 1857 to 1861, Mr. 
Goss was inspector of the custom 
house of Boston, and during the Civil 
war he was Deputy Provost Marshal 
in this district serving under Sheriff 
Herrick. For 15 years, from 1870 to 
1885 he was jnternal revenue gauger of 
liquors in Boston. He held these offices 
in connction with that of deputy sher- 
iff. 

Mr. Goss is a 32d degree Mason, an 
Odd Fellow, and member of the Royal 
Arcanum. 

He lives with his adopted daughter 
Mrs. Georgia Lee, on Hampshire 
street. In spite of his advanced age, 
Mr. Goss is still active and does con- 
siderable business as. sheriff.

IN THIS CITY.

A case of small pox has been Jis- 
covered in this city, the first one this 


Winter. The victim is William H. 
Newsholme, brother of Mrs. Joseph 


Turner of 139 Saratoga street. He ar- 
rived in this country from Liverpool 
three weeks ago on the Cymric. There 
was a case of small pox on the stealer 


and Mr. Newsholme was exposed to 
the disease, which he unaoubtedly con- 
tracted on board. 

He secured employment in the Ar- 
lington mills upon his arrival in tis 
city and worked a week, when he was 
taken with chills and gave up work. 
On Sunday last eruptions pegan to ap- 
pear on his face and the case was fin- 
ally reported to Agent Smith as a sus- 
picious one. Mr. Smith and _ Dr. 
Schwartz examined Mr. Newsholine, 
and were convinced that the case was 
one of small pox. Dr. Morse of the 
state board of health was _ notified 
last night, but was unable to come to 
Lawrence to examine the patient be- 
cause he is ill himself. 

The health authorities decided to re- 
move Mr. Newsholme to the isolation 
hospital, however, for a communica- 
tion from the Boston board of heaith 
was received this morning in which 
the names of nineteen persons, includ- 
ing Mr. Newsholme’s were given as 
passengers of the Cymric who had beeit 
exposed to small pox during ‘the pas- 
sage from Liverpool. This, in view of 
Mr. Newsholmes condition, was con- 
vincing proof that he 1s afflicted with 
small pox, because the usual length 
of time has elapsed since he was ex- 
posed when the disease, which has 
every symptom of small pox, appeared. 

There are six persons, including chil- 
dren, in the family of Mrs. Turner, 
where Newsholme was taken sick ant 
they will all be vaccinated, but will 
not be quarantined. Close watch of 
all will be kept for symptoms of the 
disease, however.
